Monterey, fever had developed. Pre- 
vious dispatches were to the effect Mr.

as could be expected. 


Monterey, Mex., December 
Samuel Gompers, 74 years old, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
J.abor, who was stricken while at- 
tending the Pan-American labor con- 
gress in Mexico City, is rapidly im 
proving, according to dispatches re- 
ceived by the National Railways com- 
nany here Thursday night, from train- 
men accompanying the labor leader's 
speciak train. 

Due to an unexplained delay, the 
train which was due to arrive here 
at 9 p. m., wil not reach this station 
until morning, the officials were in- 
formed.

Gompers will enter a hospital at 
San Antonio, officials were advised. 

Low Altitude Revives Him. 

Escape from the high altitudes of 
the south, which is understood origi- 
nally to have led to his latest illness, 
is believed to be rapidly restoring the 
vitality of the aged labor leader. 

The train during the day made rapid 
headway from Mexico City, and as it 
rushed northward, the first serious re- 
ports that Gompers was dying—some 
even told the world that he was dead 
—heenme gradually dissipated. 

Soon after the train had reached 
San Luis Potosi, it was reported from 
Mexico City that the veteran A. F 
of L. president was so much weaker 
that he was not expected to live 
through the night. According to this 
report, Gompers had contracted pneu- 
monia, and because of this, his poor 
heart, the high altitude and stomach 
complications, physicians in the Mex- 
ican eapital did not expect him to 
reach Laredo alive. 

Recovery Is Expected.

Gompers appeared a very sick man 
as he left Mexico City. however, and 
was carried aboard the train on a 
stretcher. His respiration was very 
weak, but he had refused to go to 
the seaconst at Vera Cruz by air- 
nlane, declaring that if he were going 
to die, he wanted the end to come in 
the United States.

TO LEAGUE AGAIN 


Rome, December 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Waylaying Afraniv 
Mello Franco, president of the coun- 
cil of the league of nations, at the 
deor of his hotel today, the Egyptian 
Senator Fanous succeeded in handing 
him a new protest against the En;z- 
lish action in Egypt and a fresh de- 
mgnd for intervention by the league. 

Senator Fanous also succeeded in 
obtaining interviews with Viscount 
Ishii, of Japan; Alberto N. Guani, ef 
Uruguay; Foreign Minister Benes, of 
Czecho-Slovakia, and other members 
of the council. 

President Mello Franco said later 
he had not had time to peruse the 
document and had not decided whit 
course of action to take but had con 
sented to receive Senator Fanous this 
afternoon. The Egyptian parliamen 
tarian announced he had ferwarded 
a copy of the new memorandum to 
the secretariat of the league and to 
all the members of the council. 

In his new protest Senator Fanoits, 
who insists he speaks with the author- 
ity of the permanent executive com- 
mittee of ten of the Egyptian parlia 
ment, which prow is preprogued, de- 
Clares Egypt is standing for defense 
of the sanctity of the treaty engaxe- 
ments with the powers, including 
that for the neutrality of the Suez 
Canal, under which the defense of 
neutrality is confided to Egypt. ‘Tue 
document contends that the Britis 
demand is that Egypt should sur- 
render that duty and hand over the 
Canal Zone to British troops, in 
spite of the treaty of 1868. It af- 
firms that in his conversations wiih 
Prime Minister MacDonald in Lon- 
don in October Premier Zagloul 
| Pasha refused the demand and offered 
to hand over the canal to the league 
of nations to settle its status, This 
offer, the memorandum asserts: the 
British rejected. 

Alluding to England's intention to 
protect the. interests of foreigners in 
Kgypt, Senator Fanous declaved 
Egypt had scrupulously respected 
the system of Capitulations and that 
any alterations in these must he ne- 
gotiated with the powers and. not 
made at the dictates of the British. 
He contends the entire Anglo-Ezyp- 
tian conflict is essentially a British 
threat against Egypt to compel her to 
break her treaty engagements which 
Kgvpt refuses’ to accept. 

The protest concludes by arguing 
that this is the Jleague’s primary 
function and duty—to insure resnect 
for treaty obligations and therefore 
fo uphold Egypt in her 
stand against British aggression,

National Highway From 

Atlanta to Location in 
Tennessee and North 
Carolina Proposed 


Washington, December 11.—(Spe- 


cial.) —Detailed plans for a national 
highway trom Atlanta direct through 
the mountains of northern Georgia to 
the Smoky mountains in western 
North Carolina and Tennessee have 
been presented by Representative 
Bell, of Georgia, to the special com- 
mission now meeting here to recom- 
mend a site for a national park in 
the east. 

Judge Bell has learned that 
commission probably will recommend 
that the proposed national park 
sought by Georgia be located in the 
Smoky mountains and drew up plans 
for a national highway connecting 


Atlanta and Georgia with the region, 


so that the commission might recom- 
mend, if it sees fit, the building of 
such a highway when it makes. its 
final report to Secretary of the In- 
terior Work. 

Plans Presented to Work. 

Judge Bell presented the plans to 
Secretary Work with a map outlining 
the proposed route of the highway, 
and the secretary laid the project be- 
fore the commission when it met 
here Thursday. Work looks with fa- 
yor on the proposal, Bell said. 

The highway, beginning at Atlanta, 
would pass through Gainesville, Na- 
coochee valley, Helen, MRobertstown, 
Hiawassee, in Georgia, ‘and throug? 
Hayesville and Murphy, North Caro- 
lina, and into the Smoky mountains. 
Judge Bell also recommended that 
the highway pass through a tunnel in 
the mountains at Unicoi gap, between 
Hiewassee and Cleveland, and that 
this tunneled highway under the 
mountain be illuminated with a string 
of electric lights. Both the Chatta- 
hoochee and the Hiawassee rivers 
have thejr sources in this immediate 
neighborhood and power could be -se- 
cured from either to generate elee. 
tricity for lighting the tunnel, Bel) 
explained. 

Road Would Be Steep. 

“The road across the mountains 
here would have to be steep,” he said, 
“and with a little more expense this 
tunnel could be built through the 
mountains. It would be a wonderful 
project and would be a great attrac- 
tion to tourists in addition to provid- 
ing a level road for the highway.” 

Rides Bell will appear before the 
commission, probably Friday, in_ be- 
half of this proposed highway. He 
has suggested that it be called Tem- 
ple-Werk National Highway, in hon- 
or ef Representative Temple, of 
Pennsylvania, who is chairman of 
the commission, and the secretary of 
the interior.

site for the proposed 
national park, Judge Bell says he 
has learned that ¢. site in the moun- 
tains of north Gecrgia probably will 
not be recommended, but that the 
committee is expected to urge thie 
Smoky mountains in western North 
Carolina and Tennessee as the best 
site. with a subsidiary park perhaps 
in the Blue Ridge mountains of Vir- 
vinia, about 90 miles from Washing- 
ton. 

Bell Is Very Active. 

Judge Bell has exerted every ef- 
fort in behalf of selection of a site in 
northern Georgia, aided by other 
members of the Georgia delegation in 
congress. He entertained the com- 
mission while it was in the state in- 
specting the proposed Georgia site 
last summer and accompanied it on its 
tour through the region. He has 
constantly kept in touch with the 
members of the commission and sec- 
retary of the interior. 

There is one main obstacle, how- 
eyer, to selection of a site in Georgia. 
A large part of the proposed park site 
in Georgia is already owned by the 
government as a national forest re- 
serve, In order to establish a nation- 
nl park there, it would be necessary 
to remove this land from the jurisdic- 
tion of the department of agriculture 
and take away its status as a forest 
reserve, and transfer’ it to the in- 
ierior department which has juris- 
diction sover national parks. It was 
feared that this might cause friction 


between the two departments.

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FOR DUKE SCHOOL 


Charlotte, N. C., December 11.—A 
50-acre tract of iand, nine miles from 
Charlotte, is waiting as a gift for 
the site of Duke university if rinity 
college does not accept the terms of 
the Duke trust fund of $40,000,000 
which will be formally created by 
James B. Duke in a few days, it be- 
came known today. Mr. and Mes. 
Morris Moore, cwners of large *s- 
tates in North Carolina and Flor- 
ida, let it be known that they will 
present this tract as a site for the 
university should it be decided to es- 
tablish an entirely new institution. 

Dispatches from Greensboro_ last 
night said that the board of trustees 
of Trinity college would hold a <pe- 
cial meeting on December 19. It is 
regarded as more than likely that the 
trustees will accept the terms of the 
trust—that Trinity change its name 
to Duke—and thus get the benefit of 
the $5,000,000 building fund and 32 
per cent of the income of the trust. 

Trust is Progressive. 

The Duke trust is to be a progres 
sive one. While the trust will be ap 
proximately $40,000,000 at the starr. 
it will be increased by one-fifth of 
the ineome eacb year. At the pres 
ent estimated income—the donor sti- 
mates it at approximately $2,000.- 
000 a year—the trust will increase 
$400.000 a year. This will keen up 
until an additional $40.000,000 ig in- 
cluded in the trust, making it total 
$80,000,000. At the rate of $400,909 
a year it would require 100 years for

CHILD LABOR LAW 


New York, December 11.—The first 
session today of the two-day annua! 
convention ef the association of life 
insurance presidents was warked by 
seven addresses by men prominent in 
fields of insurance, business and pub- 
lie life. 

In the address pleading against a-l- 
ditional federal supervision over loca] 
state affairs. Governor Thomas G. 


McLeod, of South Carolina, spoke 
against enactment of the proposed 
child labor amendment and said that 
as little legislation as possible should 
be enacted either by state or federal 
government, lest it “beget a spirit of 
lack of respect for the law and its 
observance.”’ 

In regard to the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment Governor McLeod 
said in part: 

“Our (South Carolina) laws are en- 
forced and the children of the state 
are as safe as the wards of the state. 
1 anticipate that this is largely true 
in the otler states of the union. To 
place this under federal control, how- 
ever philanthropic the motive may be, 
is to surrender to the federal govern- 
ment a domination and control that 
not only challenges the destruction of 
the sovereignty of the states but ques- 
tions their integrity.” 

Of laws in general be said: 

“As little legislation as possible, lo- 
eal or federal, should he enacted. Too 
many laws, too many rules and regu- 
latious, beget a spirit of lack of re- 
spect for the law and its o¥servance. 
The great task ang duty of the 


states is to bring back to the people, 


the ancient regard and respec for the 
law of the land. This beine done, fed- 
eral legislation and protection will ve 
neither necessary nor desirable.”

The lowesi gross death rate in 1923 
among the suvutheastern states was in 
reorgia, where 11.3 peuple in every 
1,000 died, according to further de- 
tails of the report of the vital statis- 
tics department made _ publie here 
Thursday. Mississippi came second 
with 11.4, with South Carolina third, 
showing a death rate of 11.8 and Ken-

The highest rate, 13.5, was in Flor- 
ida, next to the highest, 12.8, in Vir 
ginia, with.12.1 in Louisiana as third. 

The negro death race was higher 
than white. The greatest difference 
was in Kentucky, where the white rate 
was 11.] and the negro 19.5, a dif- 
ference of 8.4 in favor of the whites. 
In Virginia the white rate was 11.0, 
the negro 17.2; in Tennessee the white

Rome, December 11.—‘“I go back 
to England with increased confidence 
in the future of the league of na- 
tions,’ was the valedictory declara- 
tion of Austen Chamberlain, British 
foreign minister, delivered tonight at 
an impressive public session of the 
league’a council. 

While the counci] probably will con- 
tinue to sit two Guys more Mr. Cham- 
berlain will start back for London 
tomorrow, 

The head of the British foreign of- 
fice apparently is immensely satis- 
fied with bis trip to Italy. He has 
succeeded in putting off a discussion 
by the council of the Geneva peace 
protocol untik the March session, 80 
that England may have time to con- 
sult her dominions on its cardinal 
features. He has side-tracked, up to 
the moment of his leavetaking, at least 
all attempts to obtain the council's 
intervention in the Angio-Egyptian 
conflict, and he kas had satisfactory 
conversations with Premier Mussolini 
in the direction of establishing closer 
cooperation between Great Britain 
and Italy on Mediterranean problems.

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Tossed by Storm, 
Bluebird Brings 


Cargo Into Port 


Norfolk, Va., December 11.—After 
being tossed about at sea during heavy 
gales and storms for two weeks, with 
her entire superstructure torn away 
and her rudder gone, the Schooner 
Bluebird was brought into port here 
today by the coast guard cutter Sen- 
eca and Modoc. .-er master and 
crew of 15 men were none the worse 
for their experience of having to man 
the pumps continuously und of being 
forced to subsist on limited rations. 

The Bluebird was badly battered in 
the storm of November 22, when gales 
ripped her sails and rudder away and 
left her without any means of propul- 
sion or steering. She drifted aimless- 
ly for several days and her provisions 
grew short. On Thanksgiving day 
the Bluebird was sighted by the steam- 
shif Fort Victoria, which offered to 
take off the crew but they refused 
to abandon the vessel and its valuable 
cargo of mahogany and the steamship 
sent a boatload of food aboard. Cvast 
guard headquarters was notified by 
wireless of the schooner’s plight and 
cutters wer@ sent in search for her. 
After several days’ cruising, however, 
they returned with the report that 
nothing had been seen of the Bluebird. 
The Seneca and Modoc then were sent 
out. 

Meantime the crew of the Bluebird 
pumped vigorously to keep tbe heavy 
seas from swamping their craft. The 
food sent aboard the schooner by the 
Fort Victoria was dealt out in limited 
portions. Late last week the Blue- 
bird was sighted by the cutters about 
500 miles off the Virginia capes. She 
was taken in tow and shortly after 
midnight was turned over to tugs 
whieh anchored her at quarantine here 
at 5 o'clock this morning. The schoon- 
er is almost filled with water, but 
her cargo for which the crew of 14 
risked their lives, is undamaged,
